Accommodations 
Title Change Is 
Denied by Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate voted today to retain in 
the civil rights bill the key title 
barring discrimination in mo­ 
tels 
and 
hotels, 
restaurants, 
amusement centers and gaso­ 
line stations. 
It beat down 63-23 an amend­ 
ment by Sen. Robert C. Byrd, 
D-W. Va., to eliminate the en­ 
tire p u b l i c accommodations 
title. 
With this test, the Senate now 
is on record by strong margins 
in favor of retaining all three 
titles which break new ground 
in federal civil rights legisla­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile, Democratic lead­ 
ers are so confident that the bill 
will pass this week that they al­ 
ready are turning their atten­ 
tion to other major administra­ 
tion legislation. 
A tremendous pileup of House- 
approved measures is awaiting 
Senate action once the civil 
rights bill is passed. . 
All sides, including the South­ 
erners who have fought the bill 
since March 9, concede it will 
pass this week, with Wednesday 
or Thursday 
considered 
the 
most likely day. 
Sen. 
Barry Coldwater will 
vote against the measure unless 
it is materially revised, his 
campaign manager said Sundav 
night. Denison

said 
Coldwater, Arizona Republican 
who is seeking the Republican 
presidential nomination, objects 
to the bill’s provisions on public 
accommodation and private em­ 
ployment practices. No revi­ 
sions are likely on these provi­ 
sions.

2-Week Practice

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Re­ 
cent Army-Air Force war games 
in the Far West cost about $54 
million and were the most cost­ 
ly since World War II, it was 
learned today. 
The Associated Press was told 
this was the price tag on Desert 
Strike, a two-week mock war in 
which some 100,000 Army troops 
and Air Force units dueled over 
areas of California, Arizona and 
Nevada last month. 
The Defense Department said 
it originally had been calculated 
the exercise would cost $60.1 
million, but that various econo­ 
mies had sliced about $6 million 
from that estimate.

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market last week stemmed a re­ 
treat from the historic high of 
May 7 by making its first ad­ 
vance in four weeks. 
The recovery was on the light­ 
est volume since the week end­ 
ed last Aug. IO when 18,042,010 
shares were trades. Last week’s 
total was 20,158,810 shares. 
Analysts considered the re­ 
covery 
mainly technical. The 
week brought a full quota of 
good news and there was some 
opinion linking market action 
with the jockeying of Repub­ 
lican presidential hopefuls. The 
three previous weeks of decline, 
however, 
also had 
plenty of 
good news and stock prices still 
fell. 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks advanced 2.4 to 
304.0, the sharpest rise since 
3.4, the week ending May 9. 
The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage advanced 3.36 to 809.39. 
Wall Street chartists linked 
much of the market s perform­ 
ance to the action of the Dow 
Jones industrial average. This 
reached an historic closing high 
of 830.17 on May 7.

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia (AP) 
—It was a warm, sunny morn­ 
ing when a leader of great 
promise came to show himself 
in an important southern city. 
His wife rode at his side in a 
procession of open cars. 
Just as the cars rounded a 
curve 
toward the 
center of 
town, shots were fired. The cars 
sped on but the leader was mor­ 
tally wounded. He died minutes 
later. 
No, it’s not a scenario of 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination. It all happened in 
this Oriental-looking capital of 
Bosnia on June 28, 1914, fifty 
years ago. The victims were the 
Archduke 
Franz 
Ferdinand, 
hair to the throne of Austria- 
Hungary, 
and 
his 
wife, 
the 
Duchess of Hohenberg. 
There are many parallels be­ 
tween the killings, and one ma­ 
jor 
difference. 
Franz 
Ferdi­ 
nand’s murder set off World 
War I. 
In the Europe of 1914 the ha­ 
treds were bitter and basic, no­ 
where more so than in the Balk­ 
ans. Many Bosnians, perhaps 
most of them, considered all 
Austrians and Hungarians their 
deadly enemies. 
Franz Ferdinand envisioned a 
transformation of his empire 
that would have given his Bos­ 


nian subjects more rights. Lit­ 
tle of this was known at the 
time. To most Bosnians he was 
the Austrian conqueror, the hat­ 
ed oppressor. Some of those 
who knew of his ideas were en­ 
raged by 
them. 
They 
were 
Serbs, and they wanted Bosnia 
to break loose from Austria- 
Hungary and join the independ­ 
ent kingdom of Serbia. 
It was a Bosnian Serb who 
killed him, the culmination of a 
plot organized in Serbia. 
Franz Ferdinand, 51, looked 
forward to inheriting the throne 
soon from his 84-year-old uncle. 
His killer was young, of poor 
family, and afflicted with half- 
baked political ideas. Gavrilo 
Princip, 19, had been at school 
in Serbia where his extreme na­ 
tionalism was considered quite 
normal. 
Princip 
had 
tuberculosis. 
Some historians think he was 
running a fever during all the 
time he plotted the murder. The 
plot was hatched in Serbia and 
was heavily aided, if not actual­ 
ly organized, by a high Serbian 
officer. 
He was Col. Dragutin Dimitri- 
jevic, head of both Serbian mili­ 


tary intelligence and of a con 
spiratorial organization called 
the 
Black 
Hand. 
He 
later 
claimed to have gotten the mon­ 
ey from the Russian military 
attache in Belgrade. The Rus­ 
sians denied it, but a doubt per­ 
sists. 
Princip was captured after a 
scuffle on the spot. He tried to 
kill himself by taking cyanide, 
but the poison did not work. He 
died in prison four years later, 
probably from a combination of 
the cyanide, ill treatment and 
neglect of his tuberculosis. 
Three conspirators were exe­ 
cuted for the crime at Sarajevo, 
though Princip was spared be­ 


cause of his youth. Others are 
still alive. One, who lost his 
courage and hid his bomb, got 
to be a cabinet minister in Yu­ 
goslavia. 
Col. Dimitrijevic was execut­ 
ed later by his own people for 
another and cloudier cloak-and- 
dagger episode, an alleged at­ 
tempt on the life of the Serbi­ 
an crown prince.

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When the Western nations sell 
wheat, chemical industry equip­ 
ment and oil drilling machinery 
to the S o v i e t Union, it is t h e 
captive nations of Eastern Eur­ 
ope that pay the bills. T h i s 
complaint is implicit in the an­ 
alysis made by Aleksander Kutt, 
Estonian economist and chair­ 
man of the Assembly of Captive 
European Nations, of the statis­ 
tics in the l a t e s t yearbook 
of the USSR Ministry of Foreign 
Trade. 
One has to do a little rounda­ 
bout correlation to draw these 
conclusions from what Mr. Kutt 
has to say. But the truth is there 
for a n y o n e to see. To p a y 
for f o r e i g n wheat and cheni­ 
ca! machinery, the S o v i et 
Union needs more foreign ex­ 
change than it can get from its 
gold s a l e s . This money comes 
from the marketing of Soviet oil. 
The Russians have, in e f f e c t, 
been d u m p i n g oil in the 
West for some years — ’’bump 
ing,” as the phrase of the trade 
goes, M i d d l e Eastern and 
Venezuelan oil out of the m ar­ 
ket. In 1963, according to World 
Petroleum magazine, the Mid­ 
dle East and Venezuela dost $183 
m i l l i o n worth of markets to 
the Russians, in 1964 the loss is 
projected at $200 million, and by 
1965 it will be some $240 mil­ 
lion. Italy has been taking more 
Soviet oil than anyone else, fol­ 
lowed in close order by Germ­ 
any, Cuba, Japan, Finland, and 
Sweden. 
The price charged by the Sov­ 
iets in free world markets is 
$1.36 per barrel for c r u d e oil. 
This effectively undercuts t h e 
M i d d l e Eastern and Venezue­ 
lan prices. But what the Rus­ 
sians lose on oil sales which 
yield them valued Western for­ 
eign e x c h a n g e , they make 
up at the expense of the satellite 
n a t i o n s , which have b e e n 
charged from $2.52 to $2.98 p e r 
barrel. The price to Castro’s 
Cuba has been $2.52, w h i c h 
would presumably make it a fa­ 
vored satellite in comparison to 
Hungary or Poland but n o t 


f a v o r e d when compared to 
Italy. 
The satellites, it follows from 
the figures, thus pay through 
the nose to keep the Soviet o i I 
i n d u s t r y figuratively in the 
black. The captive nations are 
obviously being sweated to help 
Moscow get the f o r i e g n ex­ 
change needed for the wheat 
and the chemical machinery. 
This, so it seems to this c o 1- 
umnist, should be kept in mind 
the next time the Soviets come 
to the West asking for wheat. 
A s a m a t t e r o f fact, the Na­ 
tional Petroleum Council, in its 
own r e c e n t review, which 
should be considered along with 
the Kutt analysis of the Russian 
“looting” of the captive na­ 
tions, points out that Western 
profits on w h e a t may be illu­ 
sory in an overall sense. 
The National Petroleum Coun­ 
cil says that sales of the turbod­ 
rill to R u s s i a enable the Sov­ 
iet oil industry to smash at local 
production bottlenecks and in­ 
crease the f l o o d of c h e a p 
Russian oil flowing into t h e 
West at prices subsidized by the 
captive nations. The NPC h a s 
suggested both an embargo on 
free world shipments of vital oil 
e q u i p m e n t to Russia, and 
boycott of the Russian o i l 
itself. 
There will be no embargo and 
no b o y c o t t , of course. T h e 
reason is that, in Western na­ 
tions, foreign economic policy is 
never a concerted policy. Wheat 
growers in Canada don’t c a r e

NEW YORK (AP)—Television 
has settled down to a sleepy, 
summery pace, especially on 
weekends. 
This reviewer was confronted 
with an hour or so to kill Sun­ 
day after NBC’s “Meet the 
Press,” when Barry Goldwa- 
ter’s campaign manager fielded 
tough questions very neatly. The 
networks 
offered only “Mr. 
Ed,” “Lassie” and “The Bill 
Dana Show,” and there is noth­ 
ing more dreary than seeing a 
comedy for a second time. 
Thus I found myself watching 
a 15-year-old James Cagney 
gangster movie. Ait one point, 
Cagney shot a man and then 
kicked him down a long flight of 
stairs, with the camera show­ 
ing every bounce. At another he 
jammed a victim in the trunk of 
an 
automobile and casually 
pumped lead into it. The final 
shoot-out lasted at least 15 min 
utes. 
The most violent scene I have 
encountered in this season’s tel 
evision output came in Sunday 
nights 
NBC 
“Show 
of the 
Week,” 
a 
meandering 
tale 
called “Ambassador at Large. 
it was a most uneven piece, 
extremely talky, with a few wild 
bursts of action. 
The story centered on a ficti 
tious South American country on 
the verge of revolution. A U.S. 
State Department troubleshoot 
er sent to soothe the dictator ar­ 
rives just as the rebel leader 
appears at embassy to ask po­ 
litical asylum. 
The play sought to explain the 
necessity for dealing with an of­ 
ficial of whom our nation disap­ 
proved and also tried to point 
out the reluctance of the State 
Department men to send his en­ 
emy out to certain death. 
The play solved their problem 
in a way that got the dramatist 
off the hook but was not satis- 
factory to the viewer. They spir 
ited the rebel out of the ambas 
sy by a trick, but he was caught 
and killed later, thus placating 
the dictator. 
The shocking scene was one 
that showed, in specific detail, 
the hanging of four rebel parti 
sans. It was not necessary to 
the story. 
Arthur Kennedy Mid Andrew 
Duggan played the State De­ 
partment good guys. Peter Falk 
as the banana republic fire­ 
brand used such a convincing 
foreign accent that he was hard 
to understand. 
Most unexpected event of the 
weekend was the act from the 
“Fobes Bergere” which Ed Sui 
livan chose for his show Sunday 
night. Instead of a scantily clad 
chorus of mademoiselles doing 
a can can, there were two men 
and a girl doing tricks on 
a slack wire. That’s hardly what 
tourists attend the Fobes to see
